SUMMARY ORDER OF REVOCATION OF CERTIFICATE 

Pursuant to K.S.A. 77-537 

The above captioned matter comes on for Commission action through a summary 
proceeding under the Kansas Administrative Procedures Act, K.S.A. 77-537, regarding the law 
enforcement certificate of respondent, ROWLAND B. REDENBAUGH JR. 

1. Respondent, ROWLAND B. REDENBAUGH JR., is a holder of a 
certificate from the Kansas Commission on Peace Officers’ Standards 
and Training; 

2. Pursuant to K.S.A. 74-5616(b)(5), the Commission may revoke the 
certification of any police or law enforcement officer who engaged in 
conduct which, if charged as a crime, would constitute a misdemeanor 
crime that the commission determ i nes reflects on the honesty, 
trustworthiness, integrity or competence of the applicant as defined by 
rules and regulations of the commission. 
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3. K.A.R. 106-2-2a(6) specifies battery as defined in K.S.A. 2011 Supp. 
21-5413 and amendments thereto, as a misdemeanor constituting 
grounds for denial or discipline pursuant to K.S A. 74-5616. 

4. On October 26,2012, respondent committed the misdemeanor offense 
of battery as defined in K.S.A. 21-5413 in Reno County Kansas, i.e. 
knowingly or recklessly causing bodily harm to another person or 
knowingly causing physical contact with another person, i.e. William 
Jack Allyn Shaw, when done in a rude, insulting or angry manner. 

5. K.A.R. 106-2-2a(50) specifies disorderly conduct, as defined in K.S.A. 
2011 Supp. 21-6203 and amendments thereto, as a misdemeanor 
constituting grounds for denial or discipline pursuant to K.S.A. 74- 
5616. 

6. On October 26, 2012, respondent committed the misdemeanor offense 
of disorderly conduct by brawling or fighting when respondent knew 
or should have known would alarm, anger or disturb others or provoke 
an assault or other breach of the peace. 

7. K.A.R. 106-2-2a(c) states “A certified copy of the order or journal 
entry documenting conviction of a misdemeanor shall constitute prima 
facie evidence of having engaged in such conduct.” 

8. Respondent entered a plea of no contest to and was convicted of the 
misdemeanor offense of disorderly conduct, as defined in K.S.A. 21- 
6203(a)(1), on June 3, 2013 in Reno County Kansas District Court 
case number 12CR987. 
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9. Pursuant to K.S.A. 74-5616(b)(7), the Commission may revoke the 
certification of any police or law enforcement officer who has engaged 
in unprofessional conduct as defined by rules and regulations of the 
commission. 

10. K.A.R. 106-2-3(j)(l) defines unprofessional conduct as intentionally 
using a false or deceptive statement in any official document or 
official communication. 

11. Respondent used a false or deceptive statement in an official document 
or communication, i.e. by lying to Reno County Sheriffs Deputies 
during their official investigation on October 26, 2012, i.e. stating that 
he was not involved in a fight and did not strike William Jack Allyn 
Shaw. 

12. The above conduct, individually and collectively, constitutes grounds 
for revoking respondent’s law enforcement certification. 

13. Under K.S.A. 77-537, the Commission may conduct these summary 
proceedings, subject to respondent’s request for a hearing. The 
Commission finds that the use of summary proceedings in these 
circumstances does not violate any provisions of law and the 
protection of the public interest does not require the Commission to 
give notice and opportunity to participate to any person other than 
respondent. 
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ORDER 


Based on the respondent having committed misdemeanors that the commission 
determines reflects on the honesty, trustworthiness, integrity or competence of the applicant as 
defined by rules and regulations of the commission and having engaged in unprofessional 
conduct, the Commission orders that the Kansas Law Enforcement Officer Certification of 
Rowland B. Redenbaugh Jr. be revoked. 

ACCORDINGLY THE KANSAS COMMISSION ON PEACE OFFICERS’ 
STANDARDS AND TRAINING CERTIFICATE OF ROWLAND B. REDENBAUGH JR. IS 
HEREBY REVOKED. 

FURTHER, respondent is ordered to surrender and return to the Commission all evidence 
of his certification as a law enforcement officer.
